“Jerome, Dear: Il return to you by ex- 
ress today all your presents to me. You 
li know why. Good-by. TAB.” 
The express package came and was ad- 
ressed in the same handwriting as the 
etter. She proceeded to open it, although 
eddresged to her husband. She found a 
tcel stained cabinet inside, containing 
band es at each end. It was a foot long 
and five inches deep. It opened like a tele- 
pcope, and when she partially raised the 
id there was an explosion that sounded 
ike a cap. Smoke emanated from the 
Strange box, and she quickly placed it on/| 
the table. The woman was thoroughly 
frightened and hurried consult at- 
torney.

Three big eastern college football elevens

To Harvard 
and Princeton only one game each remains. 
EKach of them Is to play Yale. 

The way Yale trounced the Indians on 
Saturday proves that the blue eleven is at 
last rounding into shape. Yale has had 


magnificent material this season and her 
coaches have rallied to her aid, and it was 
about time that she got together and 
played as her material would warrant. 
Yale's schedule has been very easy, for, 
with the exception of Columbia, the blue 
had not met a really strong team until 
they played Carlisle. Despite the weak- 
ness of her opponents the New Haven 
eleven has not come up to expectations.

THE HOPE OF THE ISLAND 


Only a Beginning Has Been Made, as 


There Are 300,000 Children 
of School Age. 


WASHINGTON, Nov... 14._M. G. Brum- 
baugh, commission of education for Porto | 
Rico, says the school system now in op- 
eration there includes 800 teachers and 
38,000 pupils. This is only a beginning, as 
there are 300,000 children of school age 
without schol facilities, most of whom 
would attend if they could. 

Mr. Brumbaugh says the hope of the 
island is in the public schools and the 
great illiteracy in Porto Rico must be 
reduced. The schools are not to be com- 
pared with American systems, but their 


transformation must be gradual. The re- 
port says the present school law should be 
wholly abrogated at the coming session 


and a new law passed. A change in the 
licensing of teachers is needed to protect 
good teachers ‘‘from the competitions and 
machinations of worthless . teachers and 
from the pernicious interference «f poii- 
ticilans.’’ 

The report urges closer supervision and 
quotes Dr. Groff, formerly acting com- 
missioner, as saying that the supervisors 
of the school were at first ex-soldiers, ex- 
teamsters, ex-packers and other such men, 
and they had to teah English in addition, 
but now they are men as well quarified as 
the salary can command and the super- 
vision requires their entire time. 

There are over 100 American teachers en- 
gaged in the schools and the demand is 
for more, provided they know enough 
Spanish to instruct the children in their 
native tongue. One group of these Amertl- 
can teachers is denounced. “The seekers 
after novelty and new experiences, mere 
adventurers, who imposed upen the admin- | 
istration and the children and who used 
the salaries and position of teacher solely 
to see a new country for a year and then 
return. Fortunately, these are gone and 
the better teachers remain to carry on a 
really helpful and arduous task. The peo- 
ple of Porto Rico have patiently borne with 
these adventurers and quietly longed for) 
their departure.”’
